of the strip C or the connecting area of the strips adjoining each other, it is 
necessary to unfold the whole map. By slitting the strips A and C, in 
accordance with this invention, the above objections are done awav with. 

In Fig. 1 parts I) 1 and I) 2 illustrate the known front and back covers of 
the folded map. c are small pieces of ' linen or the like which c an he stuck 5 
across the extremity of the slit foMs a, a 1 for the purpose of preventing any 
further tearing ot the slits. 

The whole map should preferably be mounted on linen and then it may be 
advisable to leave spaces between each section, as shown in the drawings* for 
the folds and slits, in order to facilitate the folding of the map. These spaces 10 
however, may also be dispensed with, so that any ordinary map may be adapted 
to this invention. 

The back cover D a may also be arranged so as to be capable of l>eing folded 
against the cover D 1 itself, in which case it would lie behind the B l shown in 

Fi & L ) 

The map entirely folded up is illustrated in Fig. 11. The map is used in the 
following manner: 

If the book is closed on the right side, the double sections H 2 , 13 3 or B 4 , IP etc. 
(Fig. 0) or the first or last separate sections li l or U 8 of the central strip U 
(Fig. W)' are ready for use. In order to conveniently find the desired section 
index Haps may be provided on the right side of the sections of the map. . When 
it^ is desired to exhibit the sections of the area C or A, the book is turned round 
1S0° in the plan of Fig. 11, so that the inscription "front cover" D l row 1i l 
and 13" stands inverted, whilst the other inscriptions stand upright. If the 
book is again opened on the right side, then the pairs of sections C 1 , C 2 or 25 
<- n , C* etc. become visible upon the strips A, 13, C, being folded together as 
above described. As a guide to these sections, other index Haps are used. In 
order to obtain a view of two sections together of the upper strip A, say A 3 , A 4 , 
the double sections C 3 , V* are turned upwards as shown in Fig. A. ' This is 
done easily, as the portions 0 3 ami C< are separated bv the slits n l a x from the 30 
adjoining sections C 2 and C'\ At the same "rime, the section A 3 , A* becomes 
free. If necessary A* and A* may then be somewhat raised from the man and 
the portion C 3 , O folded behind it. 

Index flaps A 1 , 2 , A 3 , 4 , are also used as guides to the sections of strip A . . . 
I he flaps on C, C 2 , {? C< .... and A', A 2 , A 3 . A* mnv in some cases lie 35 
arranged on the upper and lower edge of the folded map. 

Tn accordance with the foregoing, it is possible to refer to each section of 
the map by itself, without having to first unfold the whole map or anv other 
portion thereof. 

Furthermore it is also possible, with this map, to obtain a combination of two 4Q, 
or three or four adjoining sections without any unnecessary trouble in un- 
folding. I- or instance, in order to inspect the area lwtween sections U : \ W of 
the strip » and the part C 3 of the strip (/ together it sufHcos to fold the map 
as shown in 1 lg. o. 1 

The maximum surface that it may be necessary to unfold, occurs, when it 45 
is desired to inspect the area round one of the corners r. For this purpose it 
is necessary for instance to unfold the sections and C 3 — C* so as to 

uncover and oj.cn the parts 1J 3 — H' J hidden bv the folded covers D 1 and D 2 . 

According to the foregoing it is unnecessary, with this map, to unfold a greater 
number of sections than it is desired to inspect, and the unfolding of the whole 50 
map becomes ^necessary only when it is desired to spread it out for actually 
obtaining a complete survey of it. 

The slits a and a 1 contained in the strips A and C do not in the least inter- 
fere with the survey of the whole map, because the adjoining areas which always 
lit in with one another, entirely hide the slits. " 55 

The fundamental idea of this invention is embodied in a map which is folded 
in three strips, whilst said strips are themselves each divided bv indents and 
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i slit . one I > ,,ee f ftroughout, whilst all other strips are fuSe,

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of one another and folded separately behind the unslit strip, and that the 
superimposed section strips are folded in accordion-like fashion, substantially as 
set forth. * 

4. A method of carrying out the index flap arrangement in maps according to 
Claim 1 with three horizontal strips, the distinguishing feature whereof is that 
the index flaps of the central unsift strip are arranged on the right side of the 
vertical map folded up, whilst the index flaps of the upper and lower strip 
are arranged inversely on the left side or the upper or the lower side of the 
ma]), substantially as set forth.
